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A GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF THE 
GREAT FIRE AT ST. JOHNS, N. B. 

[Correspondence Toronto Globe. I 

The city of St. John is so situated that 
by fur tho greater part of it is distinctly 
visible from tho Bay of Fund; and tho 
harbour. In point of fact it rises from 
tho water's edgo iiko a series of terraces 
for a considerable distance inland, and 
as the buildings wero creeled close to 
each other, nearly 7 all the available 
spaco being occupied, there is compar- 
atively little of the city that is not com- 
manded by tho eye upou tho deck of 
an approaching or receding vessel. The 
number of vessels coming in on Thurs- 
day was extremely small, but on 
"Wodnesdny, the clay of the fire, the 
number was very considerable. Those 
who were fortunate — or unfortunate — 
enough to bo on board witnessed a 
sight which for terrific grandeur it 
would be extremely difficult to match, 
and compared with which any possible 
view of either tho Boston or tho Chica- 
go fire must havo been comparatively 
insignificant. To see nearly, if not quite 
four hundred acres of a densely pop- 
ulated and closely built city all on lire 
at one time, and|so situated that the 
eye can readily take in almost every 
separate point of flame at a single 
glance, is to witness a spectacle unitp-ie 
in the history of conflagrations. A 
favourite route — it might almost be 
said tho favourite one — between St. 
John and Halifax is to cross the Bay 
of Fundy in a steamercounccting with 
tho Halifax, Windsor, and Annapolis 
Railway. By this route a rtumbor of per- 
souf were returning to their homes in 
St. John on Wednesday, their first 
intimation of the existence of the lire 
being tho sight of tho conflagration 
itself a3 thoy ueared tho laud. It was 
utterly impossible on account of tho 
smoke to discern the limits of tho 
burning district, and it was equally 
impossible to effect a lauding at any of 
tho burning docks, which wero crowded 
with refugees, who wero apparently 
about to bo compelled to choso be- 
tween a fiery and a watery grave. 
Ultimately, and nono too soon, thoy 
wore all taken oil* in vessels or rafts of 
some kind, and either found their way 
across to tho Carle ton side of the river 
or wero kept on board tho steamboats 
till morning at a distanco from the 
devouring element, but doomed to 
pass tho long and terrible night in 
contemplating the ruins of thoir homes, 
and in distressing surmises respecting 
tho fate of friends or children separated 
from them under circumstances which 
rendered it impossible to divine their 
fate. Early on Thursday morning tho 
docks bocaino approachable and tho 
streets passablo, and the agony of 
suspense came to an end, only to be 
replaced by tho scarcely more endura- 
•blo agony ' of blank despair as tho 
sufferers began to realize what it meant 
to loso everything except tho clothes 
thoy wore. 

nOW TB.fi FIllE HAPPENED. 

At first sight, and from a distance, it 
sooms almost incredible, and quite in- 
comprehensible, that a lire Btarting in 
a city liko St. John in broad daylight 
should. iu'tho course of livo or six hours 
sweep over a space so extensive, for 
long before midnight tho conflagra- 
tion had reached its utmost limits; but 
to ono acquainted with tho topography 
of the city, tho character of its build- 
ings, and' tho favorable conjunction of 
circumstances under which tho tiro 
started, thoro is no my story at all. 
Tho city is built on a tongue of land 
bounded on tho east by Conrtonay 
Bay, on tho south by tho harbor, nnd 
on tho west by tho River St. John. 
Tho peninsula is somewhat irregular 
in outline, but is, ns a whole, in shape 
almost a triangle, tho apox of which 
projoots southward into the hay. Tho 
tiqrthcvn boundary of tho city is a lino 
across tho comparatively narrow spaco 
which separates tho head of Oouvtenay 
Bay from tho river, and as it is impos- 
aiblo for St. John over to acquire any 
more territory without absorbing tho 
town of Portland, lying along its 
narthoru sido, tho mass of tho popula- 
tion has long boon crowding annually 
more and inoro down towards the nar- 
row ond of tho wedge-shaped site. Tho 
rivor is tho real harbor for purposes of 
tratllc.and its bank is lined with docks 
and ship-yards for u luilo or two up 
Jfom the month, while tho ndjacent 
streets havo for many a year boon built 
up with iminouBO blocks of warehouses, 
wholesale stores, and manufactories. 



THE CON'FLAGltATION. 

About half a mile above the mouth 
of tho rivor.aud quite close to the place 
where tho northern boundary of tho 
city — tho City lioad roaches its bank, 
tho firo started on Wednesday after- 
noon, about two o'clock. It would bo 
impossible to conceive of a mass of 
heavy buildings being more closely 
huddled together than those which 
wero erected for somo distanco round 
tho spot on overy sido, and as a matter 
of course, when tho lire was once fair- 
ly started it was practically impossible 
to do anything towards extinguishing 
it, until it had burned itself out in this 
locality. This would have taken place 
without involving a general disaster 
but for two causes —tho prevailing high 
wind and tho inadequate supply of 
water. Tho oiler of an additional fire 
ougiue from Portland had to bo de- 
clined, because thoro was no water to 
supply it, and at various times during 
the afternoon, and at various spots in 
the city, important public buildings 
might have been saved had there been 
more engines and plenty of water to 
supply them. For a considerable timo 
— nearly half of all tho timo taken up 
by tho spread of tho liro over the burnt 
district — the locality under the lire was 
comparatively small, though the build- 
ings and their contents were amongst 
the most valuable in tho city. At this 
timo thousands of citizens wero gath- 
ered on the brow of tho hill on Ki.ng- 
stroet which overlooks tho starting 
point of the tiro. Even then, coming 
so recently after another groat tiro on 
the principal business street, it was re- 
marked by hundreds that never had 
such a misfortune befallen St. John. 
No thought had as yet entered into 
anyone's mind that the wholo city was 
in danger. The tire was not spreading 
rapidly, and though tho wind had 
risen to a g tie thoro was no reason to 
suppose that the tlatnes would extend 
across Market Square into the city 
proper. Tho wind was blowing from 
tho northwest, and had tho coullagra- 
tion been designed a more favourable 
wind and a better starting point could 
not possibly havo been solectod. Quito 
suddenly, about four in the afternoon, 
St. Andrews Church, an old editicecloso 
to tho Victoria Hotel in the middle of tho 
city was soen to be on fire. The flames wero 
extinguished, but the flakes of burning 
wood carried ovor the most combustible 
part of of the city by tho force of wind 
started independent tiros in half a 
dozen places along tho lino of tho galo. 
Amongst tho first buildings to kindle 
wero the old barracks on tho military 
grounds in tho extremo south-east, 
and other buildings at a point diagon- 
ally opposite to tho spot where tho liro 
originated. From this time it became 
evident that tho wholo southern por- 
tion of tho city was doomed. Gradually 
in soino places, with extremo rapidity 
in others, tho conflagration spread from 
ever-increasing number of centres. 
Resistance was futile, and exertion, 
except at ufew points, was paralysed. 
Tho firo ran along Prince William- 
street, the chief business street of tho 
city, taking wholo rows of magnificent 
retail storos, the "Freeman," "Daily 
Telegraph," "Globe," and "Watch- 
man" printing oflieos, tho Bank of 
New Brunswick, the now Post-oillco, 
the Custom House, several large hotels, 
and a wholo series of warehouses and 
docks. At Reed's point, the southern 
extremity of Prince William street, at 
tho mouth of tho river, stands tho ware- 
house of tho Anchor Lino steamers. 
Hundreds of persons whoso retreat 
landward had been cut off by the lino 
of firo drawn across tho isthmus in 
their roar had taken sholter hero, and 
would inevitably havo perished but 
for t ho almost superhuman exertions 
made to stop iho progress of tho 
flames, Tho low wooden building 
stands alono as a monument of heroic 
effort and almost miraculous oscapo, 
with nothing but a forest of chimnies 
and huge piles of blackened brick and 
stone for from half a mile to three 
quarters in every direction, except to- 
wards the river and tho sea. Tho bal- 
last wharf, a littlo to tho east of Reed's 
Point, and forming with it tho south- 
ern extremity of tho peninsula already 
described, was also a last resort for 
hundreds of refugees whoso retreat 
had been out off. Hero there was no- 
thing to sholter thorn from the blinding 
smoko and tho intense heat.while onthe 
other hnnd, there was no loss material 
in the shape of buildings to feed the 
flames. The unequal contest was 
brought to a close without loss of life 
by moans of tugs and othor vessels, 
which provided for tho beleaguered 
crowd a moans of escape from a posi- 
tion of extremo dangor and almoHt un- 
ondiuablo torture, 

THE EXTENT OF THE FILE. 

Tho corporation of the city af St. 
John inclndos tho village of Carleton 
on the western side of tho river, but 
not tho town of Portland to tho north, 
leaving out both places which for tho 
prosont purpose are not affected by 
this description, that pint of tho city 
of St. John lying between tho river 
and Courtonay Bay contains 810 acres. 
A glance at any tolerably accurate plan 
of tho city will show that King-street 
divides this block of laud into nearly 
equal yarts, and as the whole district 



between King-street and the Ballast 
Wharf, with a few trifling exceptions, 
is completely denuded of buildings.it 
follows that tho burnt district contains 
fully -100 acres. Somo idoa of its ox- 
tent may be obtained when it is stated 
that tho celebrated Boston fire in 1872 
did not cover anything Iiko this extent 
of ground, and that the still more fam- 
ous ono in Chicago in 1871 was very 
littlo more extensive. In neither of 
those cases did tho amount of ground, 
covored by dwellings destroyed form 
anything liko as largo a proportion of 
the whole as in the caso of St. John. 
Those who are acquainted with Toron- 
to and not with St John may obtain an 
approximate idea of tho awful dis- 
aster by imagining a fire to start in 
tho former city near tho foot of John- 
street, or Brock-street, and spread 
northward and eastward to Oarleton- 
stroet and tho Don under the influence 
of a furious galo from tho south-west. 
Imagine a lino extending diagonally 
across Toronto from tho Northern elo- 
vator to the Queen's Park and thence 
to the General Hospital noar the Don ; 
imagine further tho large spaco bc- 
tween tlii* lino on the ono hand and 
tho Don and Bay on tho other com- 
pletely swept so that not a building of 
any kind remains oxcept the Bank of 
British North America, the Court 
House, Milloy's wharf , and, say, tho 
Agricultural Bu ( ilding on the corner of 
Queen and ifonge-street, and you 
can form some idea of tho extent of tho 
lire relatively to the size and import- 
ance of tho city. Imagine also a lino 
or rather general linos of flame ex- 
tending almost uninterruptedly across 
this vast area in such a way as to crowd 
hundreds of refugees on to the wharves 
for protection, and somo itlea may be 
obtained of the tearfulness of tho 
scene which occurred here hist Wed- 
nesday afternoon. To make tho con- 
parison fair, it would be necessary to 
suppose that Shafttsbuy Hall and tho 
Mechanic's Institute should bo outside 
of the burnt district or escape unharm- 
ed within it, as they are left outside of 
it here. In order that there may be 
no doubt as to the acournoy of this re- 
presentation it is only necessary to 
point to tho fact that all tho banks in 
St. John were burnod except one, the 
Bank of British America; nil the whole- 
sale and most of the retail stores of any 
account; all the insurance ollices; all 
tho city buildings except ono or two 
of the tiro halls aud one market; all 
tho buildings belonging to tho Do- 
minion Government, including tho 
beautiful Post-office, quite recently 
opened, and tho Custom House, 
onco tho property of this Province 
thirteen out of about twenty churches; 
the majority of tho respectable 
hotels, including tho three first-class 
ones; several school-houses, including 
tho Victoria, beyond all question tho 
noblest Public School edifice in the 
Dominion: all the newspaper offices, 
and all tho job printing oflicea but two 
ol very limited capacity; all tho wharves 
and docks lining the liver and harbour 
with a few iusiguificent exceptions; all 
tho warehouses of any account, and 
their name was legion; a groat number 
of beautiful privato residences lining 
King's Square and Queen's Square, or 
scattered along tho principal streets, 
and a still greater number of houses 
inhabited by the middlo classes aud of 
tho tenements of tho poor. All are 
gono; indeed not liko tho baseless 
fabric of a vision, for they havo left 
many a wreck bouiud. 

THE PRESENT APPEARANCE OF TIIK CITY. 

The appearance of tho burnt district in 
depressing in tho extreme. Tlio streets 
have all boon burnt ovor, sidewalks con- 
sumed, and telegraph polos burned down. 
In hundreds of places ttie progress of tlio 
pedestrian is impeded by heaps of bricks 
which a few days ago formed tho fronts 
of handsome buildings, wliilo tho whole 
rogion traversed by tho flames is ono al- 
most unbroken forest cf chimneys, con- 
spicuous amongst which towers tho colos- 
sal lluo of the nas works, Theso woro 
consumed early in tho day, a fearful ex- 
plosion having been prevented by the 
forethought of tho workmen, who made 
provision for the escape of the gas before 
the liro reached it. Tho gro.it public 
squares, King's nnd Queen's, woro the 
resort of all woo could not fleo to a great- 
er distance) and on tho morning after the 
fire they wero oovered with families and 
their furniture. Before Thursday night 
they had all been cleared away, but tho 
burnt patches horo and there iliow the 
fate which befell many a oborished piece 
of furniture which had boon rescued from 
the general conflagration only to-suffer 
(rem tho subsequent shower of cinders. 
During Thursday sight rain fell heavily, 
and there lias boon moro of it to day, but 
tlio smoke is still dense, and it will bo 
days yet before tho lire is completely ex- 
tinguished. Many of tlio walls, or rather 
parts of walls, left standing were extreme- 
ly dangerous to pasaers-by, and corps of 
engineers havo boon engaged yesterday 
and to-day in blasting iho foundations so 
as to level them to tho ground. Unfor- 
tunately in blowing up the front of tho 
now post office ono of tho engineers was 
badly wounded last night by tho prema- 
■piro explosion of a heavy blast. Should 
m,atter-) progress favourably tho work of 
demolition will soon bo completed, nnd 
tlion tho work of reconstruction will com- 
mence. Already thoro are numerous 
Symptoms of activity among privato par- 
ties. Safes and vaults are being opened 
and thoir contents inspected, tho latter in 
most oases tu ruing out fortunately in 
good condition. The vault of the Jlmk 



of Now Brunswick was literally packed 
with specie, jewelry, and valuablo secur- 
ities, and nothing was injured to tho slight- 
est extent. It is generally believed that 
tho amount belonging to tho bank itself, 
along with tho amounts deposited by 
neighbouring merchants, insurance agents 
and other's, amountod to not loss than 
820,000,000. &fahyofthemeroliants,agenf8, 
bankers, and othor business mon have 
already found now quarters, and thoso 
who are not so much crippled in resources 
as to be unable to rebuild will soon got to 
work to provide better abodes for them- 
selves than oven thoir old ones. Tho 
Western Union Telegraph Agency has 
taken up its quarters inside of tho Inter- 
colonial Railway ollico, nnd as many cf 
tho connections havo beon broken it is 
very difficult for tho operators to got 
through with tho work accumulating up- 
on them nnd attend to tho railway at the 
same timo. What is now a scene of des- 
olation will soon bo one of active indus- 
try. But what of tlio thousands turned 
out to wander homeless over tho ruined 
city and appeal to tho charity of a world 
ordinarily described as heartless?

THE WAIL 

The currout of evouts at tho East is 
rapidly carrying Great Britaiu into the 
thickest of the fight. There is no possi- 
ble solution of tho problem save through 
war. Russia has gono too far to reoode 
aud tho Russian paoplo would rebel 
•hould their armies step short of Con- 
stantinople, if only tho Turks interposed 
between thorn and tho Mecca of their as- 
pirations. Great Britain oaunot remain 
an idle spectator of events that imperil 
her commercial supremacy by placing in 
tho bands of a traditional onomy hor 
communications with India. The decla- 
ration of war may bo made at any mo- 
ment; and Austria, whoso national exis- 
tence is threatened should tho Danube re- 
main permanently in the hands of Russia, 
must ally herself with England to pre- 
vent it.lt is thought by some that Germany 
will ally herself with Russia against Great 
Britain and Austria; but Germany is 
surely not interested in stimulating the 
growth of a traditionally aggressive power 
that may some day attain proportions 
that will overshadow even the Germany of 
tho presout day. Besides, Germany must 
reckon with Franco before sho can move 
in either direction. Should she sido with 
Russia, Franca will cast her sword into 
the balance with England and Austria. 
Should she fake sidos with England and 
Austria, Franco might bo found on tho 
aide of Russia. Germany will, therefore, 
remaiu neutral to watch Franco. Franco 
■will romain neutral to watch Germany; 
and both will feed, clothe and arm the 
belligerents aud make all tho money they 
can out of them.

The Blue Danube. — Tbo Danube is by 
far tho largest river in Europe. Its 
main steam rises in the Black Forest 
within thirty miles of tho Rhine and 
Hows centrally through Europe— Ba- 
varia, Austria proper, Hungary, be- 
tween Wallacbia and Servia, and bo- 
tween Rouxnamu and Turkey proper — 
to the sen, having a total length of tho 
main river of 1,700 miles. It has many 
large tributaries — tho Inn and lser, in 
Bavaria; the Brave and Suave in Styria 
and Croatia; tho Theiss in Hungary: 
the Aluta Sereth and Pruth in Itou- 
mania. All of which, except tho first 
two named tribitutnries, are navigable 
some of them for more than a hundred 
miles. Tho Danube itself is navigable 
for 1,645 miles, and with its tributaries 
for 2,000 miles. This magnificent river 
so closely resembles tho Mississippi in 
some particulars and differs from it so 
widely in others as to nitiko a compar- 
ison between them interesting to 
American readers. Tho Danube drains 
one-fourth as much as k the Mississippi, 
including all its tributaries, half as 
much as tho Missouri, and as much as 
tho Ohio and Upper Mississippi togeth- 
er. It runs nearly eastward, has its 
sources and those of its largo tributaries 
in the Tyrolian and Summering 
Alps and in the Carpathian Mountains. 
Its passage through Austria and Hun- 
gary anil again along the Turkish 
.frontier is similar lo the great Amer- 
ican river with wide alluvial bottoms 
overflowed sometimes in great freshets. 
Its delta and its mouth are exactly 
similar to those of IhejMississippi and 
have been blocked up by sand bars, 
now happily removed by tho genus of 
Sir Charles Hartley. When the Danube 
breaks through tho Carpathian Moun- 
tain it presents features closely resem- 
blingjtho highlands of tho Hudson 
river, through the mountain tides are 
much higher and nioro preciptious.

Anglican Synod. 
TIMED DAY. 

Saturday, l Uli July. 

Tho minutes of tho hist meeting having 
been read and adopted. The Bishop laid 
on tho table tho report of Bishopric os- 
tate, Yarmouth Memorial Estate, Church 
Fund Estato. 

Mr. Dupont gave notice that ho would 
raovo at tho next session of the Synod 
that Section XVI. of the standing order* 
ahull be amended by adding tli9 follow- 
ing: "Provided always that an appeal to 
tho Synod may be had from the ruling of 
the chair, and that by a two-thirds voto 
of the delegates present such ruling may 
he rovised and providing, also, that such 
voto may not bo taken by orders. 

On motion of Mr. Drake tho draft can- 
on on cemeteries was read a second timo 
and passed. 

Mr. Drake asked tho Synod to draw up 
rules for the guidance of delegates repre- 
senting a parish where tho clergy- 
man has withdrawn from the Synod. 
Ho wished some rules drawn up as 
soma of tho present delegates were 
in rather an awkward position hero as 
their clergyman had withdrawn from tho 
Synod, and at the next election might 
throw obstacles in tho' way of re-election 
or of calling a meeting for tho election. 
He was referring to the case of St. John's 
Church, which some might say is not pro- 
perly represented. 

Mr. McCreight explained that whon a 
clergyman refused to call a meeting, thou 
the Church-wardens might call the meet- 
ing; or in caso of their refusal, then 5 lay 
inombors of tho congregation might call a 
meeting for this purpose. 

Tho Bishop said this was a serious mat- 
ter. In no case can forco be used to com- 
pel a clergyman to enter the Synod. II» 
was of opinion that though Mr. Jenns 
had not entered tho Synod his church 
hud, and in his opinion mutt remain in it. 

Mr. Drake then moved that when a con- 
gregation has onco joined tho Synod it 
canuot withdraw though tho clergyman 
himielf may not belong to the Synod. 

Bev. Mr." Mason said that it appeared 
quite clear that a congregation could not 
bo allowed to withdraw. As for tho two 
cases at present where the clergyman does 
not belong 10 tho Synod, their Buoeessors 
will havo to join, and thou both the con- 
gregation and tho clergyman will belong 
to tha Synod. 

Mr. Drake's motion was then put and 
carried. 

Mr. Iunes moved that an eloction for 
lay delegates be held in each parish at 
Easter next. 

Mr.MeCreight moved as an amendment 
that the election take place in Easter, 
1879, as tho term of tho three years for 
which tho delegate took office will not 
have expirod till then. There was great 
diversity of opinion al to whether the 
term expires with tho ond of this session 
or with the ond of next session, some be- 
ing of opinion that an election should 
have tnkon phico lust E.ister us they wero 
elected in Juue 1871. though only then to 
form a convention, yet that tho conven- 
tion had formed themselves into a Synod 
in 1H75. They had therefore been elected 
for 3 years find the new election should 
have taken place in Easter. 

Mr. MoOreight's amendment wan put 
and carried with the ousting vote of tho 
Bishop. 

Tho Synod adjourned at 1 p.m. for one 
hour. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Synod met again at 2:30 p.m. 

Mr. Dupont in introducing tho onion 
on patronage commented on the irregular 
proceedings yesterday, and as he would 
not bo allowed to say anythiugat tho first 
reading of the canon would now say a few 
words. He felt that matters of tho ohuroll 
tho only way to obtain tho co-operation of 
of tho laity, was by allowing them to havo 
sonio voice in the matter. In tho canon 
ho had proposed there was nothing to 
take away any of the powor of the Bishop; 
but in it there will bo a concession made 
to tho congregationwhich would undoubt- 
edly tend towards harmony, and tho af- 
fair* of tho ohuroh would ba in a far better 
state, tho offertories would be larger and 
complaints would not be make of tho 
poorness of tho Mission Fund. Ho mov- 
ed thorcforo for leave to introduce tliiu 
canon, 

Mr.InnoH in noconding this motion said 
that ho behaved that by passing this can- 
on tho congregation would have a voice 
in ohuroh matters which at present thoy 
havo not, and he felt certain that if tho 
people had a voice in tho affairs of I ho 
church, that, tho offertories would bolarg- 

Gr 'ftev. Mr, Mogg thought that as tho 
canon was one of so serious a nature that 
timo should ha allowed for oonsiderirjg 
it and (hat it would therefore bo more 
advantageous wore it to bo brought for- 
ward lit, tho nut Synod- A& for the can- 
on producing harmony; ho very much 
doubted it, und was afraid that it would 
ho decreasing tho independence of tho 



at Esquimalt wero asked to subscribe to- 
wards sending him home that thoir sim- 
p i thy for him ceased. 

Eov. Mr. Mason hopod this matter 
would bo thoroughly considered, for it 
was a most import.int mnttor. As for say- 
ing that tho clergy would bo loss inde- 
pendent, because thoy would havo to 
preach just as tho congregation wishod,or 
they would stop tho offertory, ho would 
not allow such an argument for one mo- 
ment; it said very littlo indeed for thoir 
faith and less for I heir manliness; the 
elorgy havo not to bow down to tho laity. 
Yet for all that he thought that tho clergy 
should undoubtedly consider their foel 
ings, and that tho congregation should 
havo a voieo in tho appointment of thoir 
clergy, ho certainly hoped that somo can- 
on vruld be introduced, yot ho thought 
that wo should have time to consider this 
well. 

Archdeacon Wright said that while to a 
certain extent agreeing with M' - . Mason, 
yot he for his part would rather be under 
tho tyranny, as it is so called, or as he 
thought the justice of the Bishop, than un- 
der the caprice of any congregation. 

Mr. D-ipont rose and said that ho had 
never mentioned the word tyrrauy and 
could not allow words to bo put into his 
mouth. 

Archdeacon Wright said that ho did not 
mean to say that Mr. Dupont had used 
tho word but that the publia generally 
styled it tyranny. lis would strongly 
support a canon for tho purpose desired, 
but at the same timo it must bo one well 
considered in every point. 

Mr. Drake said ho could not voto for 
leave being granted for this canon as tho 
country is not in a lit state for it at pre- 
sont. 

Mr. McCreight spoko at somo length 
against tho principle of the canon. 

Mr. Hett, with respect to tho general 
principle of this canon was in fa /or of it. 
Ho certainly agreed with tho congrega- 
tion h iving a right of nomination, lie bo 
liovod that the Bishop here had the power 
of appointment and dismissal; this he 
thought was a most injurious thing for 
the church and he strongly urged upon 
tho Synod to givo leave to introduce this 
canon. 

Iluv. Mr. Good thought that they should 
havo somo information laid before them 
before they thought of passing this; let 
them ask tho neighboring dioceses for in- 
formation before next session. 

The Bishop said he was of opinion that 
tho canon proposed was a reasonable one, 
and one which had before been settled in 
other dioceses in various ways, but he 
thought that evils had been found to exist 
in both oases. As far as ho was concern- 
ed his appointments ho believed had been 
favorable to tho congregations, tho only 
way in which he appeared to havo failed 
was in removing tho clergy, lie thought 
that private patronage had worked 
well in England yet it WttS a 
stato of things which seemed un- 
likely to take place here. In consider- 
ing this canon he said they must remotn- 
ber that they wero a missionary diocese, 
aud as such ho certainly thought that tho 
societies should have some voico in the 
matter, and that they should be consulted 
before anything was done. Ho would 
suggest that leave bo granted to introduce 
this and that it bo given to a committee to 
report upon at tho next session of the Sy- 
nod. 

Mr.Pooley said that he though it would 
ho a very conductive to tho good feeling 
between tho clergy and laity. Ho knew 
that 99 out of 100 srid that thoy did not 
see why they should subscribe when thoy 
had nothing to do with tho appointment 
of their clergy. As for a statement made 
by Mr. Mogg, that as soon as Esquimalt- 
eri woro asked to subscribo towards soutl- 
ing Mr. Blunden away their sympathies 
ceased, ho would say- that when mem- 
bers of tho churck at Eiquimalt were ask- 
ed to subscribo many of them lightly re- 
fused, saying that thoy did not drive Mr. 
Blunden away; they knew no reasons for 
his dismissal ; and knew nothing about 
the §500 being voted by the Executive 
Committee or about tho S10 afterwards 
given. 

Mr. W. C. Ward-Question. 
Mr.Poohy-You will have flu opportunity 
of speaking presently if you wish. Ho was 
speaking in reply to Mr. Mogg, and would 
not have tonehod on this subject hud it 
not been for tho stigma whioh that gen- 
tleman had east on Esquimalt. and which 
bo would not allow to pass unchallenged. 
Those who had subscribed ,-.t Esquimalt 
had come forward willingly aud paid in 
their subscription. 

Mr. Dupont then moved that a Com- 
mittee be appointed to draft a canon on 
patronage by tho next session of the Sy- 
nod. Before this was put, however, ho 
stated that the system proposed in tho ca- 
non before thorn, was one which was in 
forco throughout Canada, but though this 
was not to bo adopted, bo yot hoped that 
something would bo douo to mitigate the 
present evil. If tho laity hero wero not 
to have a voico in tho eloction of thoir 
clergy, why should they be called on to 
put their hands in their pocket and sub- 
scribe towards defraying tho expensos of 
bring them out hero ami also in sending 
them home ? 

The Bishop— They never have. 
Mr. Dupont then asked why he had 
been made an exception of ? for ho hud 
subscribed towards bringing two (whom 
he named) out from England, and hud 
aiao subscribed towards sending another 
homo. 

Mr. Dupont'ii motion was Ihou put and 
carried, the following being appointed as 
tho committee: Von. Archdeacon Wright. 
Bev. G. Mfcson, Rev. H. Mogg, W. G. 
Ward, Esq., J. II. Inues, Esq., C. T. Du- 
pont, Esq., J. F. McCreight, Esq. 

The Bishop then moved a voto of thanks 
to Mr. W.C. Ward, Manager of tho Bank 
of British Columbia and Treasurer of tho 
Synod, for his valuable assistance and ad- 
vice in financial as well as all Church 
uialtors, which was carried. 

Mr. Ward thou moved a voto of thanks 
to Archdeacon Wright for his admirable 
sermon at tho opening of tho session of 
Synod. Carried,

quired towards defraying the expenses of 
the Synod that it bo collected from the 
churches as follows:

Our Justices oi' the Peace. -At the 
present time we only desire to give tho 
outlines of two cases. A few days n^o a 
Chinaman win horribly cut about the 
head with ax in the bauds of another cel- 
estial. The injured man was taken to tho 
Hospital, and of such a serious oharaoter 
wore his wounds stated tobo that a magis- 
trate uttondod and took what appeared to 
be his dying deposition. The murderer 
by intent,, ns it would appear, attempted 
to escape, but being promptly followed 
by tho constable, was caught after a long 
chase, brought back and lodged in gaol; 
his garments being covered with blood, 
and other conclusive evidence Bhowing 
without a doubt that ho was tho culprit. 
On Wednesday last tho ca>o was brought 
before tbu magistrates, when the prosecu- 
tor withdrew the case; tho dofenso not say- 
ing a word, tho magistrates thoroupon 
dismissed it on payment of onsts. A few 
days ago somo men employed by some of 
the cuinerios hero proceeded to fish in 
the South Arm on a part of a rivor near 
toacunuory, and which had been cleaned 
at the expense of tho cannory proprietors 
in question for their own uso. An inno- 
cent looking German and an Indian wore 
brought before tho magistrates, us our 
readers will observe by the report, who 
BWore that tho manager of tho cannery 
used abusive and threatening language, 
The manager bad 200 men employed; bo 
■was compelled to be present at the de- 
parture of tho steamer on Wednesday 
morning which precluded his attendance 
at eourt (except at serious loss to his em- 
ployers) at tint time mentioned in tho 
summons. He, however, acknowledged 
the potency of the law, and showed his 
respect for tho court by sending up a 
gentleman expressly to attend anil ask 
for an adjournment; but the magistrates 
— or one of them— would hear of no such 
thing. Tho evidence, such an it was, was 
accepted as unquestionable, and the man- 
ager, a man holding an important posi- 
tion, perfectly responsible, and during 
the brief season when his presence at his 
post, was most important, was sentenced 
to throo weeks in gaol and, bo far as the 
magistrates know, without appeal. Mr. 
Deas was brought up on a warrant from 
tho cannory at tho South Ann and placod 
in safe custody. After a few hours he 
was admitted to bail, a reeont law, of 
which tho magistrates knew nothing, 
having been discovered which applied to 
the case. The liberation of Mr. Deas may 
have disappointed the magistrates, but it 
certainly greatly relieved and delighted 
Mr. Deas' wife and family, who wero 
much distressed by his arrest.

Colonial Education Education by the 
Colony lor the Colony. 

Tiio following paper was read by Cap- 
tain B.A Wake before the Teachers' Con 
volition , on tho 5th inst.:— 

How to nia> tor the religious difficulty 
lis an important question waorever empty 
churches proclaim tho polemic or quar- 
relsome character of the piety around. 
The religious difficulty commenced with 
the fall of man It is" tho difficulty wo 
find in hiding ourselves from God's pre- 
sence. In education undigi stible theology 
has under Satanic influence done the part 
of forbidden fruit and made an apple of 
/discord of all theology, and with a mis- 
taken view of a peaceable solution of tho 
religious difficulty the legislature shuts 
up the bible, unwittingly, no doubt, but 
to accommodate tho understanding of a 
godless democracy. Tho word secular 
slides downwards to tho brink of the hot 
tomb sspit. Until sounder wisdom pro- 
vails in the Councils our duly as teachers 
is to carry out the School Act without the 
Bible, and this is imperative till a better 
Act or a different interpretation releases 
us. Under existing circumstances for a 
teacher to do olherwi.-e is to break tho 
law. It is not easy to understand how 
the great political maxim of the greatest 
good to tho greatest number accords with 
shutting up of tho Word of God; but per- 
haps few things accord better with tho 
evil designs of our spiritual adversary 
Hum the resignation of office by any hon- 
est teacher when the religious difficulty 
crops up against somo of his own dogmas, 
making forbidden fruit of his favoiito 
prayer. However unrighteous the decree 
it ia nothing more than tho lips that any 
human mandate can close. Tho breath- 
ings of tho spirit may become all tho pur 
cr for tho fiamos kindled by discord and 
soe.v beyond ihe reach of human power. 

It is true the discontinuance of a prayer 
and a chapter from the Bible at tho open- 
ing and closing of schools has an un- 
wholesome appearance; but up to the pro- 
sent time no authority has ventured to 
condemn the Lord'fJ prayer, which asks 
for all we are forbidden to ask for in the 
words of the other prayer, and a prayer 
which, thank God, Iwb so far prevailed 
over tho religious difficulty may reasona- 
a right tone t 



era. Lof, then, the Lord's prayer bo re- 
peated by tho wholo school with n solemn 
pause till all is Imshi d but tho beatings 
of tho heart, and wo may thus atthoopou- 
ing and closing of our school si euro tho 
crest ond of all prayer— the' Divine bloss- 
iug. 

Tho high morality which tho School 
Act looks for may only bo inculcated in 
God's own way; but I hero is no bur to 
this in secular teaching. Tho Almighty 
may bo shown to tho simplest minds as 
the great eontro of all work without tho 
teacher straining at any such gnats ns tho 
oieeds and dogmas may assume the shape 
of. For all that law expends its forco 
upon is in re ility but the husk of ouch 
grain as tho beautiful services of tho Sab- 
bath can scarcely fail tr pioclaim, where 
they arc untainted by envy, hatred mid 
tualico and all the other ovils from which 
they call for deliverance. A regiment or 
4 ship may be kept in prirno discipline 
without tho article) of war pronouncing 
once a monik death. by the sentence of a 
court martial on any ona who may havo 
s'ept upon his watch or neg igontly per- 
formed tho duty imposed on him. Edu- 
cation can have no aim higher than that 
of bringing the rising generation nearer 
to Heaven and, however far tho penetra- 
tion of this fact may appear beyond " the 
powers that be," let not us forgot either 
that tho powers that bo are ordained by 
God or that all teaching has but a tran- 
sient and mundane purpose unless it 
brings the Divine Spirit in n Christian 
child nearer to its Father in Heaven; in 
our labors are concealed pearls which an- 
gels alone can appraise. 

Unfortunately the suece-ses wo aim at 
are sometimes very different. Wo are too 
apt to plume up a few bright in'eileets 
and to overlook our duties to tho gro.it 
mass of tho dull aud stupid, and there is 
many a blossom born to blush unseen, 
many a gem bidden under clods which 
tho school teachers may turn up if thoy 
plough in the full n-sur.mo* that tho vino- 
yard is the Lord's, and not merely a do- 
bating ground for the trustees of the 
school who, however worthy of respect, 
are not everywhere incapable of hitting 
upon measures which incline in the wrong 
direction an 1 take tho wandering spirits 
of tho school children further and further 
from Him whom all good mothers teach 
their children to call "Our Father." Edu- 
cation or anything else which puts tho Al- 
mighty out of placo or gives him any 
placo out of the rotary system upon which 
all creation appears to bo based is very 
apt to send us away whirling in a wrong 
diroction — for there is no standing still on 
any part of tho globe. Compulsory edu- 
cation, which pays no regard to this, is 
criminal in so far ns it carries out by vol- 
ume a proce*s hazardous lo the great end 
for which tho Christian is born. There 
is a downward tendency in all forcing 
which makes it very diilictilt to drive our 
neighbors' children to school; but tho 
difficulty would bo at an end even with 
parents of tho most abandoned char- 
acter if the real blessings of edu- 
cation wero more clearly defined. 
To this end lot education, aud especially 
Colonial education, take higher grouud 
than that upon which tho pedugoguo 
stands. Education was not tho first ob- 
ject that God placod b.foio woman eyes. 
Work was what man was bidden lo do, 
and why should not education do some- 
thing to enable the rising generation to 
cope against tho ovils which tho disobe- 
dienco of our first parents brought upon 
the world? Secular education is surely an 
opponent to tho formation of good habits. 
It, is good habits that aro wanted -habits 
that may reclaim all that is lost in dawd- 
ling at tho desk in too many cases. A 
radical change of system may bo demand- 
ed for tho accomplishment of so groat and 
so desirable an end. Exisiing institutions 
that aro working well it is wrong to med- 
dle with; but they aro not bo abundant as 
to givo any assurance that, tho Colony- 
would not be greatly benefitted by the in- 
dustrial feature which has not only pro- 
duced great ro in Us in this country, but in 
many parts i f the United States V\ ith- 
out greatly disturbing tho prosent ele- 
monts an educational system might be 
applied to the requirements of the Colony 
which if it produced an. thing like the re- 
sults it has "under tbo obsorvadou of the 
writer coull scarcely be puiohas-d too 
highly. There aro sorely gentlemen in 
the Colony capable of ( rgauizing such a 
system and most gladly would tho writer 
place at their service what experience ho 
has in tho matter. A few years ago tho 
difficulty of mnnniug the British navy 
was immense;long after too days of pross- 
gangs, when H M.S. Queen was commis- 
sioned tho writer had to pick up in tho 
lowest haunts drunken fellows aud tako 
the chance of how they might turn out 
when sober. Not many y< ars afterwards 
he saw at Hong Kong on board H. At. S. 
Queen Charlotte a number of lino young 
fellows who had been sout out from a 
training-ship under ehargoof one of their 
own body, These boys wero much prized 
to fill the vaoancies of teamen on board 
Her Majesty's ships. This removal of one 
ol England's great difficulties owes much 
to Lord Northbro dt's advocacy of a system 
aualagous to what is now proposed w hich 
may be understood by a reference to his 
letter when secretary to tho Admiralty. 

Dear * " * 1 have rmd your letter 
with great interest. I am all for training- 
ships; but I fear iho Navy estimates are 
finally settled and voted. If you will 
write to mo in November next 1 may bo 
able to do something t.s forward tho plan.

Amongst the advantages of the system 
is that of securing a more uniform atten- 
dance with tho school teacher. It would 
reform the habits of tho idlo and prevent 
many from swelling that largo and in- 
creasing army of loafers which receive 
recruits wherever largo families abound, 
—an army that requires constant victual- 
ling and does but little in warfare against 
the world, tho flesh or tho devil, because 
its soldiers know not how to fulfil the first 
decree of the Almighty. 

The writer was nltcrwards engaged in 
organizing an industrial training estab- 
lishment where 187 boys wore trained, und 
although these boys nttomlod school only 
on alternate days they wero quite ns ad- 
vanced in their studios as the average of 
school boys, and in addition were useful 
hands and eagerly sought after by the 
employees ol labor. A system such as 
was carried out on board tho "Mars" 
training ship would 1>a invaluable, and to 
accomplish its end it would bo only ne- 
cessary to begin by appending to all largo 
schools an industrial department. This 
should bo presided over by ouo of the 
trustees or some gentleman who might 
receive an raoompensu somo portion of 
tho fruits of tho labour which tho system 
is calculated to produce. Divide the 
nohool into two sections, < a di section to 



trial (raining, i. a., employed under si mi 
workman, a farmer or an artisan, who will 
keep them occupied. Tho children's par- 
ents to havo the option of thoir services: 
but who can keep tho children omploytd, 
must furnish a statement of tho occupa- 
tion, the groat object being to provent 
idlo habits.

ttS7 E, the Mayor r.nd Councillors in Council con. 
Vv vened by virtue of the power and authority 
vested in us by an Act entitled "Tho Victoria Muni, 
cipal Ordinance 1807," and tho "Victoria Municipal 
Amendment Ordinance, 1800." 

Whereas, it is expedient for the good government 
of tin City ot Victoria, that a City Pound be estab- 
lished for the impounding of Swine, Goals, Horses, 
Horned Cattle and Bogs found at large or straying 
within the limits of the said city, and that such ani- 
mals be declared a nuisance, and disposed Of as such. 

Bo it thereof enacted by the Mayor and Councillors 
of tho said City of Victoria, as follows: 

1. That a Public Pound shall be established by the 
Mayor and Council for impounding of Sv.lt 
Horses, Horned Cattle and Bogs, and a Pom 
from time to tiuie by them appointed who, i 
the approval of Ihe Mayor and Council of 
city, shall be at liberty to appoint in wrltin 
more bounty or Deputies, 

2. That fiuin and idler the passing of this By Law 
all Swine, Goats, Horses, Bulls and Steers, and Dogs 
found at largo or straying in any public way, street, 
thoroughfare or unenclosed land within the City 
limits, shall b i deemed a nuisance and may be dealt 
with SB hereinafter provided. 

•J. The Council may from time to time dense the 
limits by resolution duly passed within which Cows 
may graze without being liable to be thereby im- 
pound* d. 

4. All animals so found at largo or straying as 
aforesaid, may be taken by the Pound Keeper or his 
Deputy or Deputies, who shall Impound the Biune in 
the City Pound. 

5. A book shall be kept In which shall be entered. 
With all due speed, a true nut! faithful record of tho 
number of tho animals impounded, where they were 
found at large or straying; also of the date o," their 
receipt, and the date and manner of their disposal: 
and if sold, the name, address and addition of each 
purchaser. 

0. Every animal so impounded ns aforesaid, shall 
forthwith bo advertised by notice in writing posted 
at a conspicuous place on the Pound gate, and also 
at the ollico of the ClerU of tho said Municipal Coun- 
cil, in which notice shall be stated a reasonable de- 
scription of tho animals and the date and hour of the 
impounding, and such notice shall be kept so posted 
for the space of three days. 

7. All animals impounded shall be properly housed 
and thall bo furnished with all necessary sustenance 
wLilst so Impounded; but no animal shall be fed un- 
til six hours after Impounding.
